Their 
Garbs, and Meins, and Diſtempers were very diffe- 
rent; but the Language and the Expreſſions of 
them all were the ſame: That Providence had be- 
ſtow d on them Relief from their Calamities by the 
Advice of Phyſicians, who had the greateſt Expe- 
rience from the large Variety of Diſeaſes every Day 
preſented to them; and the moſt certain Knowledge 
of Medicines prepar'd by their Order; and fold at 
the Intrinſick Value, without the fad Proſpect of 
being undone. I perceiv'd, when I enter d yout 
Conſult-Room, that you were debating the moſt _ 
rational Methods of treating the new Epidemical 
Diſeaſes, but you diverted the Diſcuurſe' to conſi- 
der, what Diſorder made me addreſs to you.

ſes of the lower Ranks of the Sick; and to be/ Known - 
to ſee, or taſte, or ſmell, or touch any Drug, or 
diſcover the moſt rational and efficacious Preparations 


of them: Dr. D. Cox, Dr. Goddard, Dr. Merret, 
Dr. Brookes, with many other Phyſicians, afferted «5 


by their Writings and Practice, the Neceſſity of ad- 
viſing the Poor in Charity, and the equal Neceſſity 
of preſcribing the commonly fold Medicines of the 
Shop, to be bought at the cuſtomary Prices in 
greater Quantities, reſerving for extraordinary 
Caſes, their own beſt examin'd Preparations. After 
theſe, Dr. Willis, Dr. Lower, Dr. Sydenham, receiv'd 
at their Houſes every Day an Hoſpital of the mean- 
er Patients, and cur'd many, eſpecially Chronical 
Diſeaſes, by their own Preparations. The Phyſici- 
ans lately erected the Diſpenſaries by a large Sub- 

ſcription of more than Forty, that they might uni- 
ted better bear the publick Scandal from the un- 
thinking People, and from all the Apothecaries and * 
the Phyſicians their Confederates, preſuming to re- 
vive the old Practice of adviſing the Poor Grats 3 
and to convey from them to all the Nation, the ſinall 
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Diſeaſes, and the tolerable Prices of the beſt prepar'd, 
not fallaciouſly divided into little Parcels, but eſpe- 
cially that they might improve and enlarge by the 
Numbers of the Sick, and their different Diſtempers, 
the Knowlege of Diſeaſes, and arrive to the greateſt 
Accuracy in the Judgment of Drugs, and of the beſt 
Methods of preparing and compounding them into 
Medicines. You may apprehend our Deſign by 
comparing theſe two Projects of preſerving our Pro- 
feſſion and the People, with the only two of ſecuring 
the Travellers on the Road from the Aſſaults of High- 
way Men. They may be purſued, taken and hang'd 
by the Magiſtrate. If the Magiſtrate is diverted 
from his Care of the common Welfare, the People 
muſt travel well arm' d, in great Companies, reſolve 
to defend their Money and Lives. We have by 
the Diſpenſaries alarm'd the People, made them ſen- 
ſible of the Dangers they are expos'd to, inform one 
the other of the different Succeſs and Expence, when 
. their own Phyſician, treats them with few of the beſt 
mn prepar'd Medicines, and the Succeſs and Expence, 
| of the Shop-Adviſer, with prodigious Quantities of 
Doſes at intolerable Rates, and of the Phyſicians who

mg and deſtroying the Sick. The Phyſician in Or- 
32 dinary, was choſen by the Nobility and Gentry of 
all the former Ages, from the ſame old and weighty 
Reaſons, (which are not at this time decay'd and 
uleleſs) which employ'd an Architect or Maſter- 
Builder to prevent the needleſs and fraudulent 
Conſumptions of the Materials, the Stone or Tim- 
ber; or the Steward to direct the Importations and 
2A Uſes of the liquid and ſolid Proviſions. This Phyſi- 

= . cian appointed the Furniture of the Cloſet, with the 
generally us'd Medicines to be bought at the Apo-

of Health. When any other Diſtemper wanted his 
W Attendance, the Doſes from the Domeſtick Maga- 
W zinc, or one of his own Preparation, were adjuſted 
by him to che different Conſtitutions and Diſeaſes. 
All the Patients were viſited with Reſpe& to the 
Nature, Pains, or Dangers of the Diſeaſe, more 
frequently in the Acute: In the- Chronical, when 
the flower Motions could be obſery'd, or on every 
Information the Sick or the Attendants gave him by 
their Servants. The Apothecary was diligent in his 
Station, prepar'd the Drugs and Compoſitions, and 
deliver the large demanded Quantities to ſupply the 
Store, at the uſual reaſonable Rates, He mult not 
leave the Shop to his Boy, by whoſe Neglects and 
Errors the violent Medicines are frequently mixt 
inſtead of Cordials; Opiates deliver'd in the place of _ 
a Gargle or Mouth-Water, deſign'd for the Throat 2 
and Tongue, made foul after long oppreflive Sleeps, I 
or a Doſe preſcrib'd for one of Thirty Years, ſent to q 
an Infant within the Month. He muſt nanufacture f 
all his Compoſitions, and not buy them abroad wit 
the greateſt Uncertainties of their Goodneſs, dete- 
Sed often formerly by the Cenſors, and by every 
Phyſician, to be made of vile and corrupt Drugs. 
'The Patient loſes his Life from the Want of the 
Effect and Operation of the Medicine, and the Phy- 
ſician can never make any juſt Obſervation of the 
Powers and Virtues of any Remedy he preſcribes. 
The Apothecary deſerting his Shop, and coming to 
your Houſe, is the greateſt Impertinency imaginable.

Many have great 
Deſects in their memory, and relate by miſtake the 
Quantity and the numbers of them, after the Diſeaſe 
has been cur'd, from the great Impreſſion they made 
on their minds, when they were preſented at 3 or 4 
different times, the Apothecaries Bill not appearing 
eill the end of the Year. They may remember, that 
the Phyſician in moſt Houſes is expected to beſtow on 
them the alternate Viſits, and that therefore one Bole 
and Draught out of the number taken, are an E. 
guivalent to the Fee. And when the Anguiſh of 
Death is paſt, and the Phyſician declares the ap- 
- pearance of the happy turn to Recovery, his far. 
ther Care in Prevention of Relapſes from change of 
Diet, riſing too ſoon, c. the Evacuation of the 
remaining part, and reſtoring the Appetite and 
Strength, are only the Effects of his Zeal to hi 


forward every day in a greater Proportion, all the 
Bills of the Town demonſtrate. Tou may compare 
theſe Samples with your own, the three Guineas a

of many Trades to lower the Commodities they 
deal into the greateſt Cheat and Advantages to 
themſelves. They are in perpetual dread of one 
another. A diſcovery of Juſtice and Integrity tothe 
Dealer, in the Goodneſs of the Commodity, would be 
2 Scandalous as under-ſelling, and giving away fo 
much per Cent in the Profit. We gave you the Teſti- 
monies of all the Druggiſts, and of many Families 
who ſuſpect or complain of the Medicines, and buy 


Treacle, Rhubarb, Perle of the Merchant or 
Druggiſts, and of all the Phyſicians, who own, 
that many of their Patients have heen loft by the 
want of any effect of the Remedies. At this time 


many of the Confederates with the Apothecaries ſend 
their Notes to one, whom they fay:, they can 
truſt, that the Preparations of the other Shops are 
wretchedly made, that their Feſuirs Barke is worth 
noting, you cannot expect any benefit, if you have 
it not from that Shop, or that Druggiſt, The Col- 
lege Cenſors, when they formerly viſited the Shops, 
alten diſcover d the Medicines ill prepar'd and, of the 

vileſt Ingredients in all the moſt celebrated and 
wealthy Shops. If ſome Apothecaries prepare their 
Medicines honeſtly, the Patient is in the ſame danger 
of Death from the uſe of them. Becauſe the Phyſician 
obſerving the weak Operations of the Opiates,: Pur- 
gers, and Sweaters of the knayiſh Shops, An 
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another Patient double the number of drops ef 
Latidanum, and of the grains of Jalap, and of 
Treacle, and of Contrayerva, and of Serpentaria. 
The neceſſary Conſequence follows. He ſleeps 

without ever waking from the firſt, and is ſunk by

It may juſtly pretend to be able ro 
core all Diſeaſes, becauſe it will prevent che uſe of 
de vileſt Medicines in almoſt all the Shops, which 
vill effectually deſtroy all the Patients, whoſe na-

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mral ſtrength can be broken by them. He afs 
ſures the Preſident and Cenſors in a Letter addreſt 
to them, that many of the Company, wich Defign 
„ o take the Advantage of ſupply ing the Fleet with 
e {Medicines from the Apothecries of the City, to take 
d s themſelves the great profit of that private Mo- 
r Naopoly, though to the Prejudice of many of the 
Members of the Company, alledg'd, that the Me- 
dicines prepar d in the Shops are not Good, and 
will therefore deſtroy the Seamen in the Service — 
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che Fleet. They had reaſon to expect that all the 
Merchants would own their pious Care of the 
Health and Lives of the Sailers, and intreat from 
the Monopoly a Proviſion of Medicines for all the 
Ships they employ. All the private Apothecaries 
depending in many parts of the City on this Buſi· 
neſs were to be expos d to Ruin. Mr. Lawrence Was 
willing to act in the Committee with them to ob- 
ſerve the Vertue of the Compoſition, and the uſeful 
Qualities and Operations, which might be expected 
from it. They had ſent for many Chelts pre- 
par d by him, and deliver d on Board. I hey 
were not only allow'd to be very good, but 
had with the Companies Seal, the Complement 
of being every one excellent in their Kind, after 
they had been ſet of to great Advantage, being 
compar'd with 5 or 6 Preparations, which the infatia* 
ble Apothecary above mention d had brought t 
confront them with. Bur he in littie time dif 
cern'd the fatal Tendency on the Trade, and obs 
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ferv'd the Artifices, of ſending in their own Cot 
poſitions to be paſt off in the Cheſts, and in buying 
the Drugs, and adjuſting the Preparations, fepara- 
ted into particular Managements, and ftrenvolly 
pos the Projeft of ſerving! the Pulliiyie dich f, 
great a Mixture of Partial and private Intereſt.

The Sun, the Heavens, which 
they faw every Night 61Pd with Stars, were. invokd 
to beſtow all their Influences and Powers, to preſerve 
him. Till then they had gaz'd on them, as 09 
all the other wondrous objects of the Fields, with 
only the common Regards of their Beauties and 
Powers, they always were in view, conſider d a 
the natural Inhabirants of the Air. The Calamii 
| 2nd Diſtreſs fore d the Mind to, exert the greatcl 
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| Powers of its Faculties. It then firft diſcover d th 
Auguſt Author of its ſelf and all the Beings it had 
known. It ſuppos'd the Sun was the Palace of 
his uſual Reſidence. All the Society addreſt their 
Vows thither, that the Remedies apply'd ſhould not 
fail, that their Vertues might be then improv'd, and 
the deadly Enemy to Life ſubdued. The Decocti- 
on of a. Plant, able to exſtinguiſh the Fire of the 
Fever, was greedily drank; the Thirſt had preſent 
FRelief; the Flame abated ; the Pains were eas d by 
ſleep, they ſaw with Amazement the Fire paſs off 
in the Waters, which flow'd from every Part, The 
Victory over the Diſeaſe was celebrated with the 
Triumphs of univerſal Joy. The Plant ſhewn to 
the Sick, to the Spectators, the Divine Influences can 
make it preſerve; from Neath. The Eyes, which 
had obſerv'd it, were rais'd to the Heavens, which 
had made it, and d iſcover'd the wondrous Energies 
beſtow'd on it. The firſt Adorations were made, 
to implore the Aſſiſtance of the Medicine, -the ſecond 
to return their moſt proſtrate Gratituge, for the Life 
preſervd by it. They were the Phyſicians, who 
in many ſucceeding Ages found out every thing ne- 
ceſſary to ſupport Life in Health, to detain it and 
defend it, when diſeas'd. There were Others, who 
invented many uſeful Arts; the Sowing of the moſt 
nouriſhing Grains ; the improving the Increaſe, by 
preparing and Plowing the Earth. Others obſery'd 
the Excellencies of the Juice of the Grape, and 
taught the dreſſing the Vine, that the Strength and 
Fertility are made greater, by cutting away the 
Luxuriant Branches. Temples were erected to 
record and commemorate the great Benefactions to 
Mankind. One was celebrated in one, the other in 
the other Nations. AÆAſcnlapius, the ſuppoſed groaty 
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tze People in all the Complaints of the Diſorders 
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eſt Improver of the Art of Healing had his Altar, 
crowded by the numberleſs Votaries, in every City. | 
He was the Tutelar Detty in common to all the 
Diviſions and Diſperſions of the Colonies, they ne. 
ver loſt their Admiration and perpetual Gratitude 
to him. He was ſuppoſed by ſecret Impulſes to com- 
municate the Knowledge of different Diſeaſes, to al: 
fign the Plants their Preparations, and the propor- 
tions to be given. When the decays of Life had, 
in old Age taken from them the Leader of the Colo. 
nies, their Prince and Phyſician : Their Succeflors 
mov by the Ardours of Youth purſued their Plea- 
fures, or paſt the Rivulets and the other Boundaries, 
and invaded the Poſſeſſions of the neareſt Inhabitants;

In Von 
tings after Surfeits every one concur'd in recom: 
—— 4 the Bitter and Aromatick Herbs from the 
frequent Obſervations of the Tongue being con- 
tracted by them, on their being always obſer 
grateful to the Stomach, and its Appetite and Con- 
coction improv'd by them. The frequent Diſcour 
ſes of the Powers of all the parts of Vegetable 
made the uſes of all the Aſtringents common) 
known. Their Reaſon commanded their uſe : 
looſeneſles, in Bleedings. If the Bowels are com 
borated and made to retain the Fruits which ulu 
ally relax them, can they fail to operate in ti 
ſame manner? They were given from the fam 


Reaſon with ſucceſs in Bleedings from a thin W. 
tery Blood. Their Juices and Qualities muſt ent 
into it and mix with it. The parts will be mof 
firmly united and held together. It ſhall not© 
able to make its way through the Veſſels, wie 
cannot now detain it. In the Defluxions, wi 
irritated the Lungs, by their Acrimony and 8 
neſs, the Mucilaginous Plants had been experi

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Soictt; and Oyly had been frequently obſery'd te 
correct the ſoreneſs of the Tongue after the eating 
of the Acid and Acr id F ruits. The Plant Was con- 
ſider d moſt abounding in that Quality, the Parts 
made tender and more irritable by the Catarrh 
were heal'd, the mixture of the Blood condenſt and 
reſtorid. to its natural Craſis. When the Phlegin 
was viſcous and tenacious, and could not be ſepa 
rated in expectoratjon: The Acid Fruits were A d 
to divide and break it, the Acrid to ſtimulate by 
their ſharpneſs the Lungs to expell it with. greater 
Force. The Aromaticks have been in all Ages the 
moſt 2dmir'd and were univerſally known : to re- 
cover the Spirits by their fragrant Scent,; to give the 
greater vigour to the Stomach, to raiſe the Heat 
and Motion of the Blood, to exhilarate the Spirits: 
They were advis'd with unerring ſucdeſs in the 
Dacay of old Age, in the weine of the Stomach 
and Blood and Spirits, after the fatigues of a Diſ- 
eaſe, The wonderful Vertue of the Poppies were 
ſuſpected, after the Plant bruis'd had been often 
ſmelt. The Juice of it ſwallow'd forc'd Sleep, before 
the Approach of rhe. Night, It anſwer'd the great 
Deſign, when given to compoſe the reſtleſs Spirits. 
The Judicious Adminiſtration of it, to the Spirits 
| diſturb'd by the Humours in the Stomach, Bowels, 
and the Convulſions of the Muſcles, abated, the 
violence of their Motion and gave the 1 0 
Relief. The Nauſeous Taſtes * ungrateful Scents

Surgery had the ſame 
Improvements from the moſt Cautious Obſervations 
made of the Uſes of the Plants. The Sowr and 
Salt were known to cool the Hand, to repel the 
Heat, to change the Colour. The Inflammations 
were reſtrain'd at the beginning by them, the Tu- 
mour forc'd to ſubſide and the Afflux of the Hu- 
mours prevented. In others the Pain and Heat 
were mitigated by the Soft and Oily, the Balſamick 
Gums, and Wax and Oy] promoted the Maturati- 
on. The Impoſthume was cleans'd by the deter- 
gent Acrid. It was nouriſht into new Fleſh and 
heal'd by the Flower of the nutritive Grains mixt 
with Honey. The Fungous Ulcers were corrected 
by the Acrimony of Plants and Minerals obſeryd 
to corrode the Tongue: The Sanious Gleet was 
drank up and ablorb'd by the Earths and Powders 
of Shells they had obſerv d to be dry on Taſting, 
to imbibe the Saliva, and exhauſt the Moiſture 
from the Tongue. The Wounds were clos'd, and 
the Bleeding Stop'd by drawing the ſeparated Parts 
rogether, the Gums gather'd, and clammy to the 
Fingers were apply'd to the divided Fleſh to detain 
it from parting. The generous Emulation of every 
one from the Prince to the moſt ſervile Labourers 
of the Field, and Gardens, did in not many Ages

As all the People ſtrenuouſly fer them- 
ſelves to the Vulgar Labours of throwing up De- 
fences to their Countries and Cities, when threatned 
with an Invaſion or a Seige, the univerſal Indu- 
try detected and compar d the Obſervations of. 
the Symptoms and Progreſſes of Dileaſes, the pro- 
per Quantities and the Seaſons of giving the Re- 
medies in the different Diſtempers and Ages and 
Sexes, the Signs and Notices given by Nature of 
the Pulſe, Breathing, dryneſs or Moiſture of the 
Skin, the Urine, Sc. When the Humours were 


; leſs vehement, and when prepar d to be thrown off, 
1 when the Recovery requir'd a longer or a ſhorter 
4 pace of time. All theſe Laws of Medicine, the pri- 


vate and as it were Local, which regard the Diſeaſes 
of thoſe Ages and Climates, and the Univerſal 
and Fundamental, which govern the Rational Treat- 
ment of Diſeaſes, and Adminiſtration of Medicines, 
are moſt faithfully deliver'd by the Antient Authors. 
The moſt Learned and moſt Sincere of the Moderns, 
Wo! the moſt extended Practice and Experience have 
bierted that Nothing has ever been added, or can be 
ken from them. Every one of their Precepts and 
Laws of Cure were enacted not by Majority of Voi- 
es, but the univerſal Conſent, after the Obſervati- 
ns of many Millions of parallel Cafes. The com- 
non People had an Underſtanding different from 
Durs, would abhor a Remedy offer d by a Novice, by 
ny officious Pretender to riſque the eſteem of a Me- 
eme and the Life of the Patient together. The 
hyſicians had a ſort of Prudence and Integrity 
ot well underſtood in the latter Ages, to obſerve 


and 
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and collate all the Circumſtances of the Alter. 
tions of Health, before they refolvd on the Re. 
medy to engage the Diſeaſe, They view'd with 
the greateſt Care the effect before they repeated 
the Doſes, which exert their Operations on the Na. 
tural Juices, if the Diſeaſe is about to fly off, The 
Antient Phyſicians had another fort of Wiſdom 
and Integrity, reviv'd in the laſt Ages by al 
the moſt Eminent Practitioners. of Europe, loſt by 
the Enzliſh about 40 Years paſt : They examin'd 
with the greateſt Penetration the ſenſi ble Qual: 
ties and Operations of every Simple, ſtrenuoully 
apply'd themſelves to invent and adjuſt the moſt 
natural, moſt rational and moſt efficacious Prepa: 
rations. They never gave a Remedy not prepared 
by themſelves ; they eſteem'd the Life of the Sick 
of greater Value, not to be expos'd to the Avarice, 
and Fraud, or Ignorance of a Mechanick Cook 
of Medicines, remov'd from their Inſpection. With: 
out this Care, they had loſt their accurate Knoy- 
ledge of the Goodneſs of every Simple and Pre- 
paration, and muſt have made falſe or uncertain 
_ Concluſions of all the Eyents of Diſeaſes. A No.

famous Greciati State, when he travel'd attended

it aſſerted, that the Fundamental Laws of che An- 
cient Practice and the moſt natural and efficacious 
Preparations of their Remedies muſt be reviv'd and 
retain d, and the other exploded and condemn'd. 
Have we made any Improvements beyond the Pre- 
cepts of Virtue and Morality diſcover'd and deli- 
ver d to us by the Ancients? Are not all our Laws 
of Equity founded on the Laws of Antiquity? There 
are no Additions made in the preſent Agriculture, the 
ame Arts and Medicines to invigorate the Strength, 
to corre&t the Diſeaſes of the Earth, and the Plants 
it produces are in the preſent Practices eſtabliſh'd 
and obſerv d. All the Methods of Diſcipline in the 
Modern Armies, the Stratagems of Invaſion and 
Defence, the Armour of our Frontiers by Lines to

All the natural Ex- 
cretions were increas'd and reſtrain'd ; the Bowels, the 
Liver, the Kidneys, the Glands, the Pores had their 
Paſſiges enlargld by the Humors, more violently forc'd 
to move through them, or the Hùmors were diver. 
ted from them by other Channels, and their Natu- 
ral Strength confirmed by the ſtronger contraction 
of their Fibres. When the ſwelling impetuous Motion 
of the Blood, rais d a conſuming heat, or threatned 
the rending of its own Veſſels, or the Brain, or Lung, 
or other Viſcera: They knew the Art of opening every 
Veſſel in which it moves, by the Lancet they made 
it flow from the Veins and Arteries, and Scarify d after 
Cupping in every Part.

Their 
vomitive and purgative Remedies are accus'd by the 
Moderns (tho they were furaiſh'd with many Lax 
tive, more gentle, conſtantly us d by them in the pre 
per Caſes) as excefhve in their Qualities, and danger! 
in thetr Uſe, tho? more ſafe and ſucceſsfu}, then the al 
moſt Poy ſonous Preparations of our many Mercurial an 
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Antimonial Proceſſes, which are now decry'd and ex- 
pelbd from their fatal Effects, or leſs wary and Jucidious 
Applications. It may be eafily eſtimared to how great 
a Degree they had cultivated and improv'd the Art of 
Phyſick, when it ſhall be prov'd that Smygery was by 
them brought to its greateſt Perfection, to which even 
the moſt Induſt r ĩous of the Moderns have been able to 
make either ſew, or not very conſiderable Additions. 
Many Thouſands of Diſeaſes demanded their Care; 
in the Place of one Wound, or Fracture or Tumor, 
or Impoſtume. The Pains and Anxieties and Dread of 
Death from the Diſcafes, of al! the Blood, of the Brain, 
of the Heart, the Corroſions or Inflammations of the Viſ- 
cera, the Convulſions, or deadneſs of the Muſcles, com- 
pelbd the Phyſicians to exert all the Faculties of the 
Mind, to relieve the Patients, and themſelves ſympa=- 
thizing with them: To be able to diſcover the Cauſes, 
the manners of the different Impreſfians of the Humors 
on the parts of the Head or Breaſt, or thoſe of the va- 
riousFabricks ancuſes of the Abdomenzto diſcover and aſ- 
certain the wondrous Qualities of the Medicines, which 
ſhould be able to controul and overcome all the terrible 
Symptoms, from the almoſt fatal Corruptions and Poy- 


u- ons of the Fluids. An eminent Surgeon therefore can- 
r: N didly confeſſes, that the Modern Artiſts have no rea ſon 
and value themſelves beyond the Ar cients; that it is the 


lureſt fign of their Ignorance equal to their Pride. They 
tave rather given the Inventions of the Ancients a modiſh 
Dreſs, then added many important of their own, The 
od Authors are more accurare and juſt in diſtinguiſhing 
the Species of the Tumors and Ulcers, and the reports of 
their Symptoms and Accidents, than our refin'd Mo- 
&rns can pretend to be. The rude and 1 
Vletheds of Practice preſum'd to be corrected in the 
1 . preſent 
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preſent Surgery, were not deriv'd from the Ancient, 
but by our ignorant and barbarous Profeſſors of a much 
later Date. Tho' Anatomy advanc'd in this Age make; 
very uſeſul Diſcoveries of the reaſons of many Pheno- 
mono, the moſt Importami Part, the Art of Healing, to 
/ which all others muſt be Subſer vient, remains very little 
better than the Ancients left it. He appeals to the belt

They deſcribe 

and diſtinguiſh all the Diſeaſes of the Eyes as juſtly ai 

any of our Modern Oculiſts. The Cures of Aneuriſmsby 
ligature was theirs, as the Ex irpation of the Tonſils and 

+ Uyula. The nice and difficul Cure of the Fiſlul 
Lachrymalis is borrow'd from them. The Adual 
Cautery was then in frequent uſe. They were per 
ſectly acquainted and furniſh'd with Inftruments for 

the Reduction of all the- kinds of Fractures and 
Luxations, and the Methods of treating them after ward: 
They knew all the forts of Sutures, every kind of 
Bandage or Rowling, one of the molt neceſſiry Parts 
bf Surgery. All che manners of Amputatiuns of Li 
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and Breaſts, &c. were as familiarly practiſed among 
the Antients, as any can pretend they are with us. 
It is moſt certain, we are oblig'd to them for all our 
Topical Medieines, for inſtructing us in the Nature 

and Properties of all thoſe, from which we do at this 
Day form our Applications, ſome few excepted, the 

productions of modern\Chymiſtry, in this, or the pre- 

ceeding Century. Many of the general Methods- of 
Cure have been ſo excellently handled hy the Anti- 
ents, that ſeveral of the Moderns, who have written 
molt judiciouſly upon them, have been of Opinion, they 
could not ſerve and oblige Poſterity better, than by 
commenting upon the admirable Treatiſes of Hippocrates 
and Galen and Celſus upon thoſe Subj. 

The Surgeons, of the more exalted Learning and Car- 
dour, will ingeniouſly and unanimouſly profeſs, that 
their moſt uſeful Art was invented by the Phyſicians of 
Antiquiiy, when, after Millions of grievous Diſeaſes 
of the Spirits, of the Blood in Fevers, of thoſe affecting 
the Brain, the Organs of the Senſes, the Breaſt, and 
the Bowels, in the many Parts they contain, capable 
of different Impreſſions; they obſerv'd the Morbid 
Humors (rarely, not ſeparable by the Pores in Perſpi- 
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nation and Sweatinge, by Vomiting, by Purging, by 
Oy werethrown outwardly into the Fleſh or Glands,” 
in Inflammations, or the more hard and ſtubborn Fu- 
mours, or, being more virulent and corroſive, devour d 
the Membranes and B nes, and forc'd their way into the 
more inward Parts: The Wounds, and the B:uiſes, 
and Fractures, and Diſlocations of the Bones, being 
deriv'd from Accidents, and the leſs frequent Violences 
df Invaſion and Butles. They will own that the la- 
duſtry of the Pnyſicians acquiring the moſt ſublime 
and moſt valuable Pay loſophy, the knowledge of A-

Medicaments applicable ro them, have given their Ar 
all the Luftre and Vigour it has gradually receiy', 
That the admirable external Remedies and Operations i 
will often fail of Succeſe, and the Cures will be doubtfy], 
hazardous, and protracted, it they are 1iot aſſiſted and ſup. 
ported by the Addreſs of internal Remedies to the latent 
; Cauſes, to the Corruptions of the Blood and Humor, 
and the Alterations or Expulſtons, and Derivations they 
I demand. As the Ancients were admirably skillſul in 
+ the Anatomy of all the Blood-Veſſels, and Nerve, 
and Muſcles, and Bones, in the Cureof which Surgery 
is principally employ'd ; ic muſt be avow'd, that the 
Phy licians ſolemn Lectures at the Hall, have incited and 
improv'd the Diligence and Emulation of the Society ; 
and it is obvious, that the preſent Ignorance of the 
\ Phyſicians, of the Qualities and Uſes and Applications, 
ol the internal Remedies, have been the greateſt cauſe 
of Surgery, being often ſeparated from the Al 
i fiftance of the Art of Phyſick. What can the Pai 
ent or the Surgeon expect from the Abſence, and 
Haughtineſs, and want of Knowledge in your Gian: 
of the Nature and Situation of every part of the 
B2dy, and his having been always diverted from 
reading or conſidering of the Veriues of the Simples, 
which are able to meet and act with the excellent 
Topical Applications of Surgery. What muſt not 
the Patient and Surgeon fear from the Aſſiſtance of the 
Mirmils or Qnerpoes, who direct in great Numbers the 
unnatural and nauſeous Remedies of the Shop, not 
to reſtore the Humors to rheir natural State, but 
remove them into the Stomach of the D'ſe2s0, 
The Surgeen cautiouſly applies at the proper Ses- 
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ſons, the Medicines borrow'd by him from Antiquity, 


whoſe Efficacies from their Qualities affecting the 
Taſte, and from infinite Obſervatians of their Operati- 
ons, are certain and undiſputed. Thoſe Phyſicians 
have none of the Ancient Internal Remedies, as of- 


ten try'd, as certain in their Effects, and as infallible 


in the Cure of every Diſeaſe they are offer'd to x 
but, as our Brokers, are employ'd to find a vent for 
the ſophiſticated and injarious Frauds of the more 
Modern Corrupions of the Art, and the preſent Fur- 
niture of the Shops. . 

In the Age of Hippocrates, the Profeſſion was inva- 
ded and debauch'd by the Knaves and Fools, the two 
ſorts of naughty Workmen, he obſerves will be 
always debaſing every Science and-Art. The Ar- 
tits of Induſtry and Vertue are employ'd to repel 
their Aſſaults, and repair the Devaſtations made by 
them.

The prevailing Opinion of their Ex- 
cellencies, but eſpecially the Aſcendant they preſently 
bad in the Favours of the P:iinces and Nobility, 
ſet all the Knaves and Fools on Difſtilling every 
Flower, Seed, Leaf and Bark and Root. They 
were not to cenlider, if the Water retain'd the admi- 
rable Qualicics of the Taſtes of them, or if they had 
any effect or operation in the Cures of Diſcaſe:.

twice taking certainly overcome. Every one of their 
Spirits and Powders are equally infallible, and never 


fail in almoſt every Diſeaſe, which can ſeize on any 
Mortal. The more Modeſt appoint one of them to 
cure forty or fifty Diſeaſes, there's no other care to be 


taken, but to take it into the Stomach in the Doſe 
appointed, tho the Age and Conſtitution of the Sick 
are in the utmoſt Latitude of difference. They com.

Waters and the Syrups. They are forc'd to apply

ſes have never been ſtudied, or reflected on. When 
you paſs to the Medicines taken from Animals, I will 
mention only the moſt ridiculous, and of no manner of 
Veriues, befides the little Nouriſhment every part of 
their Bodies muſt retain. As the Bee would inſtruct 
them, that there's nothing to be got from the Precious 
Stones, a Dog greedily.devouriog theſe will communicate 
his Judgment to our Phyſicians, that they may increaſe, 
but not alter or remedy the Humors. They have pre. 
\ tended to Cure the moſt dreadful Diſeaſes, have brought 
the greateſt Scandal on the Art, and have kill d by 
the ir want of the leaſt good Quality many Thouſands 
I from each of them. Are not the Bone of the Heart of 
an Old Stagg, or the Glands of the Corner of his Eyes turn d 
to Bone in the extreameſt Age, admirable Cordials fora 
feeble Old Man? Shall the Falling Sickneſs have no 
better Medicine than a dry Skull of one executed twenty 
Years before, or the other end of a Beaft, the Hef 
f an Elk or an Aſs, There are many of theſe wiſe Phy- 
ſiciane, who will preſcribe the Faw bone of a Pyke, the Bill 
Stone in the Head of a Carp and a Perch, the Tooth of 2 
Ze, to the Lungs inflam'd in a Pleuriſy. When the 
Stomach wants a good Digeſtive to excite its Appe- 
tne, they wiil appoint the Skin of the Stomach of 4 Het 
and for the Bowels the dy d Gut of a Wolf or Fox, whole 
erack'ing or flinking Lungs are reſerv'd for the moſt 
dangerous Asthmas.

The Phyſician 
reports the Natures, and in What manners they affect 
us, of all things on the Earth, and in its Bowels, with 
the, Influences of the Air affected by the Force of theSun, 
and agitated by the Impreſſions of the Ætherial Matter. 
will firſt demonſtrate the Principles or conſtituent parts 
of the Plants, by which we are immediately nouriſh'd, 
or ſupported by our Aliment from the Animals, who 
had immediately or remotely their increaſe from them. 
Their Principles or Elements are four ; their Exiſtence 
is aſſerted by the Teſtimony of the Senſes, the Purvey- 
ors and Importers of all our Knowledge. The Oy! and 
the Acid are the Active, the Water and Earththe paſſive 
Ingredients of the Compoſition of all the Vegetables. A 
very large number of the Plants offer their Oyly part to 
our view, on Preſſure, or Diſtilling them from them- 
ſelves in the Gums and Reſins. The Taſte diſcovers 
them in the mild watery Sweetnefs, or the richer ſweet- 
neſs of the Grains and Fruits. All the Diſtillations, 
both the milder in the Alembick, and the ſtronger in 
the Retort produce large quantities of it from all the 
Herbs and Trees. The Acid is taſted in the greateſt 
| part of the Vegetables, when they firſt riſe from the 
Earth ſowr, and ſharp, and cooling, till they arrive 
to maturity: The Oily part covers it, and mixt with ir 
and hides it from us, till, in the laſt Corruption it 
recovers its Times and Seaſons of ſhewing it ſelf. The 
Arid maintains its Prevalence in many Fruits in the 
greateſt maturity. But Wine from the Grape in the 
Muſt, in its firſt Fermentation, affords a large quanticy 
of the Acid Tartar, and after this great ſe paration of

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irs Acid, the Richeſt Wines, and the Juices of all other 


turn'd to Vinegar, reſtore the before Latent Acid te 
the Senſes of the Smell and Taſt, and convince us, that

Compoſiiba. All the Qualites and Properties of the 
Vegetables are deriv'd from theſe two, the oyly and the 
Acid, as they are more united, and exert their Powers 
more ſtrongly, or as they are divided and ſeparated, 
and their Forces weakned and broken by their flowing 
ar greater or nearer diſtances in the Water, or as they 
are parted and held at greater or nearer diſtances by 
their mixture with the Earth. The Water is neceſfary 
to give the tenderneſs and ſoftneſs to the Plants, it i; 
the neceſſary Vehicle, or paſſige of the Oyl and Acid 
from one part to the other. They could not meet and 
unite, they could not divide and part without it. Withe 
out the Water the Earth would be too rigid, and pon- 
drors, and Obſtructing to their Motions. But it holds 
them all collected together in the various Deſigns of 
their Firmneſs and Conſiſtence. The 4ir muſt be 
diſcharg'd and excluded from the Number of the Ele- 
mente, becauſe it is nothing more than the Water 
rarified moving in the Ather, which is the vaſt 
Expanſion of the Fluid, filing the Spaces of all the 
paris of the Uaiverſe, E'aſtick and ſpringy, agitating 
and impelling, and impre ſſing all the Motions on the 
Opl and the Acid, the Water and the Earth.

If the Eirth has with it à 
larger or ſmaller quanti:y of its Oyl or Bitumene, or 
ot Salts, the Water is more or leſs impregnated with 
them. The Elaſtick inceſſantly moving Etherial 
Fluid always breaking the Water into Vapours and

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Exhalations, which riſe and make our Air, till they are 
cloſely joyn'd and deſcend in a more weighty Vapour or 
Rain. This Ætherial P refſure, and its other active Vio- 
ences ſuffer nothing to continue ſimple and unmixt. The 
Oyls and the Acids, and the finer parts of the Earth are 
always compell d to move into and mix with the Water; 
The Air therefore is and can be only Water made more 
thin and more light, fluctuating and moving in the 
Ether with the parts of the Oyl and the Acid, and the 
Earth litfed up in the Exhalations with it. This is cer- 
tain beyond Contradiction, becauſe, as many Plants 
will grow in Water alone, there are many Plants which, 
ſuſpended in the Air, will be nouriſh d to a large increaſe, 
It is moſt certain, from the Neuriſhment afforded by 
theſe Exhalations to all Animals, who receive them by 
Breathings into the Lungs and Blood, becauſe the Subſtance 
of the ſolid Food and Water cannot afford Matter to the 


Heat of the Blood and of all the parts, which are ſenſibly 
every moment paſſing off in the pores, in the thouſandth 
x Wl Proportion. This is moſt evident from the preſervati- 
e. on of many Quadrupeds and Birds; latent in the Ca- 
er verns of Mountains and Mines, during the Winter with- 
it out Food, by the Air they breath. The Experiment 
he has been made in the Spring, that the Diminution of 
no their weight has been hardly obſervable.

Nature to break and. ſift the Water, the Oyl, the Acid, 
and the Earth, that they may in a large Flood enter 
che Lungsof all Animals, and all the Pores of their 
Badics, and the porous Apertures of che Leaves, and 
Barks, and 24 of the Plants. That the Atmo phere 
is the attenuated Water, with the Oyl, and Acid, and 
Earth, and by them conveys Nouriſhment to all Ani- 
mals and Plants is obvious, from the Obſervation, that 
the Water ſtagnating becumes Corrupted in a little time; 
it changes i's Colour, its Tait and Scent, a loathfome 
Verdure covers the Surface, it corrupts, the Putreſact- 
on, makes it unwholſome and poilonaus. In the fame 
manner the Water floating i in the /Erher, if it is not 
mov'd and agitated, is fill d with the ſtronger Qualities 
of the O7 and Acid, and Earth, which united arc

ſeeble Fire. The Motion of the Fat and Oily Matter 
ceaſes, when the firſt Moyer, the Acceſs of the finer 
Oily ioflammable airy part, is precluded from it. The 
reat Deſign of the Acid in all Vegetables in different 
Quantities is(becauſe the Elaſtick Parts of the Æther are 
cohſtantly urging and preſſing the Oily and inflammable 
o Motion, or Diſſipation, or Conſumption) to joyn 

with them, and detain and confine them. Where it is 

in alarge quantity, the Acid makes it incapable to be 
mov d or inflam'd, in others the never ceaſing irrications 
diffipate;the Watery Parts, and makes the Oyls high- 

ly Concocted, Aduſt, and as it were Empyreumatical. 
The Oily could not poſſibly flow in, or be mixt with 
the Water, unleſs the Acid divided its parts, and in- 

roduc'd it into an Union with it. Hence it is, that 
Water is ſaid to be acuated and made capable to diſſolve 
the Reſinous Bodies by the Addition of the penetrating 
Salts, which enter into them, and convey them with 
themſelves into the Water. The Acid naturally affects 
tojoyn with the Earth, and makes it capable of a nearer 
junction with the Water and the Oyl. The Acid abounds 
in all Vegetables, and in many the Proportion is very 


large. Theſe Plants burnt in a quick Fire afford a great 


quantity of fixt Salt, which is the Acid Flux'd and forc'd 
into an Union with the Earth, the Oily flying off in 
the Flame. This Origin of fixt Salts wants no other 
Proof, but that of the Tartar of Wine calcin d, which 
affords'a fixt Salt (the Oil and Water being evapora- 
ted) equal ro the Weight of the Acid and Earth. There

Evaporate in Corruption, they afford not one Grain of 
it.

monſtrated from the Volatile Salt of Soot, the Acid 
and the Oyl riſing and uniting together. There is no 
bt Salt in anyyAnimal or Vegetable, nor any Volatile 
Sale in any Plant in the World, before Corruption has 
brought forth the little Animals from the Seeds Latenc 
in chem, which plentifully afford them in Diſtillation. 
If therefore Bread, and all the other Aliments from 
the other Grains and Herbs, produce a very great Pro- 
portion of the Acid, and of that only, when diſtil'd, 
it is impothible, that the volatile Spirit or Salt can be 
form'd, but by the Aſſociation of the Acid with the 
Oyl. Therefore, the Water and Oyl and Acid and 
Earth, being the Radical Principles and Primary Con- 
ſtituents of all Vegetables and Animals, it's obvious 
they muſt be deriv'd to them from the Globe, which is, 
the great Magazine plentifully ſtor'd with them. 
The great Stores of the Water and Earth are expos d 
to the Eye, The liquid and ſolid Bitumens, and the 
Terreſtrial Mines of Salt, beſides the vaſt abundance of 
th joyn'd together in the Minerals, are the never 
failing Supplies of the others. The Metals and Metal- 
ick Concretions, and the Stones of the more ſolid and 
ompact Kinds muſt be excepted, the Principles of 
Which, as Mr. Boyle aſſerts, in oppoſition to the impu- 
dent Preſumptions of the Alchymiſts, were never yet 
any Operation produc d and expos d to veiw. All 
ie Changes made in them being only their Diſſolution 
ithe Menſtrua, from which the Fire collects and re- 
bores them. Nature rends the Acids from the Earth, 
to 
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to which they were confin'd in the Mineral Salts any 
Vitriol, and Alume Stones, and the vaſt diſpers d Pit 
portion in the Boles and Glebes, which are ftrongj 
Styptick to the Taſte from it. The Oyls in the Sulphy, 
and other combuſtible Bodies dug out of the Earth, 20 
peat to have Qualities more aduſt and fetid and viola 
than the Nutritive Oyls of Plants. But when thi 
Parts are broken to pieces and mixtwwith the water 
and earthy Principles, they are digeſted into the mil 
neſs and weakneſs of their Qualities, as when Brin 
ſtone, or Amber, or a Petroleam are by the Stomad 
alrerd into Chyle, from the Natural and Specifch 
ſtrength of their Qualities : Which is more eaſie to ap 
prehend, when by a contrary Preceſs, in Diſtillation 
the Oyl of Milk, or the Whites of Eggs fhall byt 
Fire be made Empireumatick, and Fuliginous, equalt 
the Violence of a Mineral Sulphur. The Globe be 
low furniſhes all theſe Principles prepar'd to enter 
Vegetation into the Roots of all the Plants, the ihe 
drives an immenſe P roportion. of them into the Air 
Region; they are inceſſantly moving in it, and de 
ſcending in Vapours into the Roots and all the Poresc 
the Vegetables. The Air every moment (like tt 
Hand of the Seedſman, caſting his Grains on the au 
face of the Plow'd Earth) beſtowing its Water, ar 
Oyl, and Acid, and the moſt ſubtil Earthy Parts, f. 
pairs by new Productions the Expences by Perſpiratio 
and the Corruptions and Deaths of all the Plants. 
TI preſum'd ir neceſſary to aſſert and deduce mo 
diſtinctly the four Principles, the Water and Eart 
and the Oyl and Acid; becauſe from them all ! 
Qualities and Vertues of all Medicines are eaſily d 
monſtrated, and the Alterations which the Humor 
4ke Animal Bodies receive, when nouriſh d in hea! 
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or reftor'd to their natural ſtate, when diſorder d by Di- F-- 
eaſes, It may be thought neceffary to expiain, in 
what manner the Atmoſphere near the Globe is the 
great Reſervatory and Collection of the rarify'd Wa- 
I ter, and the other Principles broken into finer Parts, 
to be able to rife with it, and remain in it, till it 
condens d into Dews or Rains. As the Husbandman 
collects all the Putrefactions of Vegetables and Animals, 
and conveys them into the Field, in which he would 
gire the larger increaſe of Nouriſhment to the Grains, 
or Herbs, or Trees : Nature could not otherwiſe more 
eadily diſtribute the conſtituent Parts of all corrupted 
bodies, or the Evaporations by Perſpiration of the li- 
ing, to every part of the Globe, and to the Water in 
the Rivers and Sea; but by this antient fluid Collecti- 
u of them, mov'd by the Winds or imperceptible Agt- 
wione. When it is ſtop'd by the coldnefs of the Moun- 
zins, it deſcends in the ſtreams of Fountains and Ri- 
ers, it enters by its weight into all the Apertures and 
tannies of the Fields. As Heat is only the Agitated =

nel the Skin, by eating into and deftroying them. The Oyl 


alone, if in motion, is Flame, it wants the Acid to 
check its Fury, and the Earth to be blended with it, to 
reſtrain it from being deſtructive; is Fire to the Tongue 
and Stomach ard not lefs Cauſt ical and Eſcharotick to 
the Skin. But theſe are compounded by the wonderſul 
Natural Art, produce the admirable Qualities, ſubdivided 
into the four more obſervable Partitions and Degrees. 
They are the Watery, Sweet, Acid, Aſtringent, Bitter, 
Acrid. Nature is not wanting in her Bounty to all 
Mankind. Every Country produces Plants in great 


Ad Abundance, ennobled with theſe Qualities, which pre- 
- ſerve Life by the Nouriſhment they afford, and reſtore 
ally 


it, when almoſt loſt, in the moſt violent Diſeaſes. They 
are preferable for their Uſes, before Gold or Silver, 
and the ſparkling Diamonds and Rubies. They are taken, 
piſs into the Stomach and Blood, and become one part of 


our ſelves. As the Blood is alterable by Diſeaſes into all 
dime the different Qualities, the Tongue diſcerns in them, the 
imilſſ Plants of the Antagoniſt or contrary Qualities, cannot 
unde en tg redreſs and reſtore it to its natural State.

molt frequent Diſeaſes. If, as you provide a wooden Baby, 
and a ſolid Braſs Watch for the Diverſions of Children, 
the Phyſicians and Apothecaries have a Patient in hand, 
when Nature is powerful, and the Diſeaſe feeble, he ſhall 
live in fpight of their weak Underſtanding, and 
ſtrong Waters. As the Children, and the Elder of 
Judgment and Piſcernment like them, are pleas'd with 
the glar ing Colours and extravagant Magnitudes and 
Poſtures of Painting, and love the Muſick, which in- 
ſtead of Tickling, grates on their Ears, The preſent 
Age (the Gentlemen of Capaci:y having turn'd their 
Thoughts to other matters, and never conſider d whe- 
ther the People are ſav'd or kill'd by Phyſick) is won- 
derfully raviſh'd wich being happy in having ſtrong 
Brandy Waters, and large naſty Boles often given, or 
brought to the Sick in every Caſe they can complain of: 
If they die, all is ſoon compos d. His tim: was come; 
if the Mcdicines kill'd him, how could it be avoided? 
We are fatisfy'd, we did not loſe him for want of Num- 
bers, or the goodneſs and ſtrength of his Cordials. 

It will not be difficult for you to inſtruct, and the 
People to learn the firſt and moſt Simple Rudiments of 
Phyſick, and the general and fundamental Laws, which 
muſt direct the uſe of Medicines. ' The Air, and the li- 
quid and ſolid Foods, being all of them made of the fout 
Principles, the Mater, the Acid, the Oy, and the Earth, 
repair and nouriſh the perpetual Decays, and Diminu- 
tions of them in the Body, which is compounded of 
them. It theſe have any one of the Principles in too

make an Alteration from the Natural Mixture. The 
Principles cannot be prepar'd by Concection in the Sto- 
mach or Blood, but there muſt be Superfluities or Re- 
crements to be caſt off, as the Lees of Wine and Oyl, 

or the more ſubtil Active, which move away by Eva- 
poration. The Excretions of theſe Recrements in the Ante 
mal Body are in Health made by the Bowels, Urine, 
and the inſenſible Tranſpiration by the Pores : In Di- 
ſeaſes by Vomiting, Sweats, ExpeQoration, Salivation, 
the Eruptions and Tumeurs: The internal Motion of 
the Blood, requires the affiſtance of Exerciſe and the 
Motions of the whole Body, to move the flame of the 
Blood, to raiſe its heat, to agitate and reduce the clo- 
ſer Mixture of the Principles.

by the moſt bappy Succeſs. The Apothecaries Bran- 
dy Cordials inflame and iarage the Oyl of the Blood, 
the Diſeaſe is made extreamly violent and dangerous; 
unleſs the Pores are open to give vent to the wretched 
Medicines, which prevents thelnflammations of theBrain, 
the Lungs and the Bowels.Bleeding is neceſſary to abate 
the Quantity and Fire of the Blood, to make more room 
for its Circulation, but ir is one of the Fundafnental 


Laws not to bleed, when the Blood, altho' rapidly 
circulating, is, at that time, making a good Separation 


by the Bowels, or Urine, or the Pores, or Expectora- 
tion, which may be, by the irrational Bleeding, diver- 


ted and prevented, and never more be reſumd. A 


large number are kill'd by the Apothecaries want of 
Judgment to diſcern, if the great Secretions of the Hu- 
mours are forming. He Bleeds and pours in his In- 
flaming Cordials, makes the Fire infinitely more violent; 
than the Lancet pretends to abate. It is a Fundamental 
Law in Phyſick, to remark the Time of the Increaſe of 
the Fever, its State and Declination: The carcful 
Diſcernment of theſe Seaſons, comparable ro the 
Spring, the Summer, the Harveſt of the Fruits, re- 
quiring the moſt accurate Knowledge of Fevers in 

zeneral, and the particular Epidemical Fever, which 
muſt be various from the Conſtitution and Diec of the 
Patient. The Apothecaries pretend to make no dif- 
ference. They give your Cordial Sweating, Juleps 
and Boles, when Natures Work is within the Maſs of 
Blood, collecting the Powers of its Principles to take ia 
within themſelves the turbulent Humours,or by degrees 
evaporate the thinner, and diſmiſs the more groſs and 
heavy by the Bowels and Urine. In the State, as in 
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an Army come up to the Engagement, the General 
muſt have Patience, and obſerve inwhat part his Or- 
ders ſhall be wanting: The Natural Agents muſt be 
permitted te prepare their own Strength, and the Matter 
of the Diſeaſe to be diſpos d into the Parts, capable to 
receive it, the Glands of the Skin in Eruptions, io the 
larger Glandsin Tumors, the Pores by Natural Sweats, 
or the other known Evacuations- The bitter Reme- 
dies, either temperate, or warm, or reſtringent are of 
wonderful uſe ro ſupport the Ferment to make the Def- 
pumation. The Apothecaries and their Phyſicians have 
heard of the Names, but do not know their appropriate 
Vertiues and Preparations. When all ſhould be andi- 
fturb'd, they preſs the Vehement, Expulſive, or in- 
ternal Mot ion with Serpentaria and Contrayerva, or the 
Inflammatory hot Waters. All the manners of de- 
ſtroying the Patient are too numerous to report. Ferne - 
lius, and almoſt every one of the moſt eminent Pra- 
cticers have obſerv'd, that the Putrid Fevers chiefly 
end in a Salutary Diarrhæa. Theſe and the ſleepy 
Draughts make that diſcharge impoſſibie, force the Di- 
ſeaſe fatally to the Head, cauſe Deliriums and Convulſi- 
ons, The firſt would ſafely have carried off the Diſeaſe 
by the Bowels or Urine. In the Increaſe the ſoft Aque- 
ous Mucilaginous, Acid Simples, with the large vari 
eties of the Bitter, or of the Oily Sweetneſs woul: 
have prevented the Malignant, red or blew Eruptions, 
the Genuine Products and Conſequences of the Fiery 
Cordials and Boles; which are often after them 
abared, and removd in two or three days by the 
uſe of the Temperate Remedies, and the pretended 
and contriv*d Malignity vaniſhes. The Smali-pox is 
the moſt evident D-monſtration of the pernicious E- 
fects of theſe inflaming Doſes. The Matter is expell'd 
roo ſaon, made Acrid and Venemous, infinitely 
i ST _ more 
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more Puſtles made, then the ruffled Blood can digeſt 
and ripen. The Sweats forc'd by them prevent the 
Swelling of the Face, and deſtroy in the moſt ſecure 
Kind. The large Eryſipelas over all the Body created 
and exaſperated by them recoyls on the Blood, when 
the Swelling and Expulſion naturally falls, and infalli- 
bly kills the Fatient confiding in theſe Cordials. The 
Apothecaries Ignorance of the difference of Fevers in 
the different Conſtitutions makes him apply Bliſters the 
firſt Moment, and proceed in the Pairs, whether the 
Spirits are too raging or dull, the Blood viſcous. or 
thin, ſalt or more temperate, whether Strangury will 
ſucceed or not. Tis aſſerted by Dr. Willis, and many 
diligent late Obſervers, that the want of Sleep, the 
vehement Irritation of the Blood, the Diverſion of 
the Humours from the Natural Deſign, do form and 
improve the Convulſions of the Muſcles, and the 
Antecedent Convulſions of the Spirits in the Brain. It 
was obſerv'd (when the Univerſal Cauſes of Diſeaſes 
were briefly repreſented, the Impreſſions on the Spirits 
and Blood from the Aliments, the Air and the Solid 
and Liquid Foods, Sc.) That the Paſſions have a 
| very powerful Influence immediately on the Spirics and 
the Heart, and thence on the whole Oeconomy of 
Life. When they are exceſſive, they have every one

nity, denouncing it in the beginning of every lighteſt 
Diſeaſe, to open the Sick for the larger Receit of all the 
Medicines they know, the burning Oily Waters, and 
the Gaſcons Powder in a fulſome Conſerve and Syrup. 
To raiſe the Spirits they have caſt down, they ire 
forc'd every hour to ſend te them, through the Sto- 
mach and Blood, the furious Diſtilled Waters, tho the 
Oyl of the Blood in many Fevers is inflamed, and 
every Moment waſting and diſfipating it ſelf. Theſſalns 
caſts his Sentence on the moſt timerous, that they can- 
not cſeape, unleſs he comes now and then ts look on 
them in the middle of the day, the low Water of the 
Diſtemper, after the Night Paroxy ſni is over, and the 
other to return 3 or 4 hours after. When the Air and 
the Seaſons change the Types of Fevers, and produce, 
as the People word it, the new Diſeaſes, Dr. Sdenbam, 
imitating the great Hippocrates, carefully noted all the 
Approaches and the Progrefles, their Symptoms, and 
chiefly the Methods Nature affected to move, concoct 
and expel them, having in his Neighbourhoad anHoſpital 
of the meaner Patients, and never riſqing the Life of 
the better Quality, till he knew, if the Fever was capa- 
ble to be ſubdued by the Natural Powers, if it required 
Bleeding, Vomiting, Purgatives, the Acids, or the | 
Aqueous Diluters. The Methods ſucceſsful, when 
- they do not irritate the Morbid Humour, or contradict 
the Natural, Internal, cr Expulſive Motions are fatal 
ig the other. In a Verminous Fever all were kill'd by: 
the Juleps, till a Pbyfician, a: by Proclamation, pub- 1 
lich d Evacuatien the moſt certain Cure. The Survi- 
vors were ſavd by it, Our Apothecaries, and the 
Mirmili, who come in, as the Finiſhers, when all 
che Miſchief has been done, when Life is parting 
and no diſcovery can be made from the Blood . 
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ſted by the Swea'ers of every Hour, make no diſlin- 1 
ction, treat them with the ſame Spirituous juleps 
and the drying Powders. When theſe Epidemical 
Fevers are attended with danger, the Univerſal A- 
pothecaries methods deſtroy, (as their Juleps, and the 


Treacle Water in the Hands of the common Peo- 
ple) a large part of the Sick. The Character of the 


Fever diſcover'd, and the Infuſions (after the general 


Evacuations) of the Plants mildly attemperating, or 


Styptical, or the generous Alex ipharmicks of che bitter 
Aromaticks, conſtantly taken, will preſerve, tho' it 


advances to Malignity, and the Peſtilential Kind. It 
is from this Reaſon , that very Eminent Phyſicians 
have left Reports of the Cures of the Plague, different 
from one the other. The Diſeaſes, warily obſerv'd.re- 


quire from the many Caules different Applications of 


Remedies; in one, the ſpicy Aromatick, in others, 


the Aſtringent Earths and Plants, the Acids and copi- 


ous Bleeding. The Domeſtick Phyſicians of the nu- 


merous Families, of Hoſpitals, of the Diſpenſaries, 
the greateſt Hoſpitals of the Nation, can only adjuſt from 
the diligent Inſpection of many Patients, the ſecure 
application of Remedies to Diſeaſes, ofren changing 
their force and manners of oppreſſing Life. The Peo- 
ple by degrees remark (as Dr. Sdenham's Treament of 
the Small-Pox and Meaſl:s) the great ſucceſs of the 
moſt D:vine Remedies, the Infuſions of the Vertues of 
Plants prepar'd by the ſublime natural Artitice, and 
deteſt the violent Shocks from the diltill'd burning Wa- 
ters. The other par: with as great Judgmear, as the 


young Apothecaries, as their Doctors who imagin Cor- 


dials are uſeful in all Ages and Diſtempers, ply the hot 
Waters, and Treacle and Mithridate,and Gaſcon Pow- 
der, and the Goa Stone, with as much Learning and 
Capacity, and the ſame 9 ſucceſs. Ia the _

ſes of the Brain and Spirits, Vertigo, Apoplexy, Le- 
thargy, Convulſions, Hyſterical and Hypechondriacal 
Diſorders (if the Experience and Judgment of one of 
the moſt celebrated Practicers of the Age will be re. 
eeiv'd) nothing can be more iojurious than the Spiri- 
tuous diſtil'd Waters. They affect us, as Wine in the 
exceſs, irritate the Spirits to vehement Emotions, but 
leave them ſleepy, and weak, and languiſhing. It 
the Acrid and Aromatick Vegetables, and the others 
which reſtore the natural uniform Craſis of the Blood, 
have the moſt certain Effects, reſtoring the firm and 
laſting Tone of the Spirits, the others muſt be, ex- 
cept in the extreme failure of the Spirits, the moſt dan- 
gerous Remedies. There are theretore no Recoveries, 
when they are diligently us'd Day after Day. The 
unhappy Parient is made to want them more and more, 
from the Depredations they make on the Vital Oyl of 
the Blood and Spirits, purſues innocently: the Debau- 
cheries of the Brandy, is every Day often fudled with 
Cordials, and from the large Number of the conteſting 
Oyls ſuperadded to rhe Spirit, endures the grievous 
Trouble ot paſſing off the Tempeſt of the Winds, they 
raiſe, The Remedies which cleanſe the Stomach and 
Bowels, and draw away the Impurities, which would 
have mounted to the + Head, and the Medicines 
which exalt the Mixture of the Blood, and 
render it able to eject by the Pores hourly , or 
the nece ſſary monthly Separations in both Sexes (the 
admirable. Diſcovery of Sanforius) or from the {low 
Deſpumations of the Cutaneous Eruptions, will re- 
ſtore the Brain to its Strength, and the Spirits to their 
vigorous but compos d Temperament.

from a crude Acid, the Brandy Waters afford imme- 
diate Relief, the Waters and other Purgatives are ne- 
ceſſary to waſh them off; but in the Inflammations of 
the Imeſt ines, the Diſeaſe and the Pains are exaſperated, 


are laid for the time by Opiates, but the deadly Mor- 


rificarion follows with the cold Sweats and Death. Bleed- 


ing and the foft oyly and ſubacid Infuſions compoſe 


the irritations of the Fibres, relax the Stricture, and 


make way for the inflammatory Parts to flow away. 
In the violent Pains: of the Kidneys, from the Urine 
exceſſively Salt, or the Concretions of the Salt and 


earthy Parts, the Humour diverted by gentle Laxa- 


tives and ſoften'd, not only by the oyly Emulſions, bur 
diluted and evacuated by the attenuating Diureticks, 
will abate the Pains, and heal the Wounds and Excori- 


ations. But frequent rakings of the Syrups compound- 
ed of forty contrary Ingredients, will make the Sto- 


mach crave the hot Waters, to abate the moſt ab- 
hor'd and fainting: Loathirgs, and a new ſet of Cor- 
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dials, which are beſide the purpoſe of curing that Di- 
ſeaſe. What Effects can de expected in the various 
Depravations of the-Blood in the different Scurvies, 
Aſthma's, want of Appetite, Jaundice, Dropſies, Rheu. 
matiſms and Gouts, the Chronical Diſeaſes of Children, 
and of the other Sex, from the Brandy Waters, which 
have only one Operation of heating and conſuming the 
principal conſtituent part of the Blood e Does the pre- 
ſent Surgery, treat in any other manner the Ulcers, 
Fiftula's, Tumors? There are in the preſent uſe three 
or four Decoctions. Sarſa is exploded by many late 
Writers, having no Smell nor Taſte, or affording any 
Colour or Quality, when the Experiment is made de- 
coRing it alone. The ſame is aſſerted of Scorzoners, 
in 2 Diſcourſe lately publiſh'd. The Traumatick De- 
coction, and the Bitter and Pectoral, and the Emul- 
ſions are directed and preſented to every Patient, tho 
the Ages and diverſities of Conſtitution, require the 
more careſully ſeleted Qualities of the admirable 
Plants. But they are writ by Roat, our Phyſicians 
remember the Names, but are ignorant of the Ver- 
tues of every Ingredient, if the juſt Deſtination of the 
particular Mixcures ſhall be imagin d neceſſary to adapt 
them to the more watery or Halt, or hot condition of 
the Blood, to its more lax, or more compact Compoſi- 
tion. The Antidote (p. 2 2 3) largely repreſents the Ig- 
norance ef the Modern Practicers, who unacquainted 
with the Properties of the Medicines (as you cannot diſ- 
courſe of a City or Country you never viſited, or of 
the Richneſs and Colour of the Wine you never taſted) 
whether the Plant has its Properties powerſul to effect 
the deſign d Alteratian ; as the Bark, Opium, Rhubarb, 
Sc. ate known, to want no pretended Additions of 
Strength: Whether the ſuppos d neceſſary Correctives 
of contrary Qualities will got adjuſt the . 
V . b be 
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be good for * and appear in their Effects like the 
Accompts of Creditor and Debeor, ballane'd and made 
even, and nothing remaining of either fide. Its moſt 
certain, that many of the Acrid, Aromaticks, and (oft 
- Acids, muſt be infus'd without Fire. The firſt ap- 
proach of Heat diſſipates the finer Particles, and 15 
compoſes the wonderful Aſſociation of the Principles, in 
the Natural Mixture; others require different degrees of 
Fire,and the internal Fire ot the various Menſtruums. 
Our common Inſuſions and Apozems, and Syrups 
of them with Sugar, having a Rabble of fine and 
courſe, weak and ſtrong Ingredients, are the moft 
ſcandalous Medicines in the World. But the Life of 
| every Patient from the Throne to the Hoſpital, muſt be 
expos d in Complaiſance to the wretched and ſtupid neg- 
f gence of the Phylician, who has not e it 
his compound Remedy, as in the Muſter of a Troop, 
has irs number of abl Ingredients fit for Service, and 
well arm'd. Befides a large Employment remains for 
the induſtrious Phyſician, becauſe the unthinking Phy- 
ſicians and the People, not conſidering, that all the 
| Changes in the Parts are owing to the Changes of the 
Fluids, have magnify'd ſome for the Head, others for 
the Breaft and parts of the Abdomen and the Womb. 
The Antidote G 21 2 repreſents the Poverty Phy- 
ſick has brought on its ſelf by neglecting the Uſe and 
Service of the moſt Divine Contrivance of the Pow - 
ers ofa Plant, becauſe the Patient is dying from a Di- 
ſeaſe in a Part that Remedy has never been apply d to, 
as D:ugs in the Boxes of a Cabinet. There has no- 
thing more unhappily ſtarv'd the growth of the know 
| ledge of the Vertues of Medicines then the fooliſh Au- 
 thors,Mollerus, &c. who have rang d the Medicines, as our 
Almanacks point the places of Bleeding to the progress 
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for & Medicine from his Book bor th Head. © or Sto- 
mach, without regard to the Temperament and Age of 
the Patient, or the diſcriminating Alterations and Dy{- 
craſies of the Diſeaſe, The Antidote alledges many 
Reaſons, to which I refer you, of the neceſfity incum- 
bent of the Phyſician to give himſelf the trouble of 
knowing the Vertues and Uſes of his Remedies, unleſs 
he will as the Apothecaries, and the old Women, re- 
ceive it at ſecond hand, and make the Application of 
them to Diſeaſes, by hazard and chance, as the Painter, 
in one Inſtance, 'by the caſual darting of his Pencil 
The exc ellent Dr. Bohn, in a late Diſcourſe, paſſionately | 
incites "le Phyſicians to this moſt neceſſary part of 
their Profeſſion, and produces the Examples of Fernelius, 
Matebiolus, Libavius, Crato, Angelus Sala, Crollius, Quer- 
cetanus, Hartmanans, Mylius, Reverius, Faber, Sennertus, 
 Porerins, Schroderus, Sylvins, and others: (He ſays, in- 
numerable,) from whom and the more Ancient, all the 
knowledge of the Simples and their Preparations is 
deriv'd. But what occaſion for Examples, when the 
Affair is moſt evident. The other Phyſicians are ſcan- 
dalous Copyers, muſt commit a thouſand Errors, fall 
from the Excellences ot the great Originals, or they 
muſt deſtroy a great Number of their Patients with 
| Medicines, whole Qualities were never conſider'd or 
underſtood by them.

They had afterward the 
Service of a careful diligent Apothecary, they directed 
the Improvements and Alterations of every Remedy, 
agreeably to the Conſtitution and Variations of the 
Diſeaſes and their Symptoms, The Memories of Many 
retain the evidence of this Practice, and enquire of 
their Phyſicians, who is their Apothecary, whom 
they can truſt in preparing the Remedies appointed 
by them. Your Diſpenſaries therefore are ſupported 
by the Common as well as Stature Law, by the 
Practice of every Age and People. The Apotkeca- 
ries were as the Druggiſts and the Herb-ſtalls, fur- 
» MW niſhd the Materials to be prepar'd and compounded by 
every Phyſician. Cato reprimanded an impertinent 
Intruder into matters above his Capacity: You 
prattle, ſays he, as an Apothecary to my Servant 
ſent for a Drug, no one ever believes him, that he 
knows how to apply it. There is no Writer, who 
reports the Apothecaries providing the Preparation, 
"till the Arabians had corrupted the moſt rational and 
wholeſom Tinctures into our Waters and Syrups. 
My L.ord Cook obſerves, that K. Edward the Sixth 
had no Apothecary. They were then as unneceſſary, 
| as their Numbers and their excellent Qualities are 
at this time the Deſtruction of the Sick, and the Cor- 
ruption of all the knowledge of Phyſick. Your Dif- 
penfarie therefore is only the Practice of all Phyſi- 
cians, (till the Fire of their Chymical Laboratories 
went ou), who were never truſted with the Life of 
any Patient, till they knew the Edge and Strength 
of the Tools they us'd, till they had learnt by their 
own Sences and Obſervations, the immenſcly different

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| Eenſible Qualities of the Simples, by which they en- 


creaſe and ſtrengthen, or evacuate or amend and real- 


ter the Maſs of Blood, and the Spirits, and by them the 


conſiſtent parts of the Human Machine. You have 
brought the neceſſity on your ſelves, to improve the 
uſe of the Diſpenſary, by the unanimous Vote of all 
the Fellows, that the publickly ſold Medicines of the 
Pharmacopea are vicious from the Rabble of their con- 
trary Ingredients, that more rational and uſeful Com- 
poſitions and Preparations have been diſcover'd by the 
Induſtry of the foreign Proſeſſors and Phyſicians, ani- 
mated by the Zeal of their Princes, for the Preſervation 
of their Subjects. The People will not endure the 
moſt grievous Pains, becauſe the Phyſicians will not 
give themſelves the trouble to fort and diſtinguiſh the 
Remedies, which are of the greateſt Uſes, from thoſe 
which are good for nothing. They will not be 
content to die, that the Doctors may live a mei- 


ty Life, in good Company, with the Wits and the 


Poets, who never conſider'd the Wiſdom of Nature in 


the Preparation of many Simples of wonderful com- 


pounded Veri ues and Powers to relieve in, and expel the 


moſt grievous Diſeaſes. But when the Publick fhall 
be inform'd, that many, the moſt eminent Apotheca- 
_ ries Medicines were condemn'd at the Colledge, as un- 
wholſome, and wanting their beſt Ingredients, and that 


the ſame precious Parcel had undergone the ſame Fate 
at the Apothecaries-ball, had that Sentence pronounc'd 


ty many of the Makers and Venders of them, they 
will conclude, that every other Medicine of the Shop 


is uniform with them and equally bad, that the other 
Apothecar ies beneath them in Character have thcir 
Shops ſuitably furniſh'd. They will conclude, that 
the Pnyſicians have not cur'd them, nor the Apotheca- 
ries, but the ſtrength of their own Conſtitutions 8 
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weak Diſeaſes, and will implore of you that Coricern 


for their Lives, to ſend your Preſcripts to the Diſpen- 
fary, or, if the Family has any one in it of greater 


Penetration and Judgment, difmiſs the Phyſicians, 
who ſhall refuſe to be concern d in the goodneſs of the 


Doſes, they adviſe. When the Publick ſhall be bleſt 
with a greater largeneſs of Mind, and regard for the 


common Preſervation; they will demand the Re- 
ſtoration of the moſt Ancient and perpetually obſerv d 
Practice of all Phyſicians, to inſpect the Simples, and 


Preparations of his own Apothecary, becauſe you can- 


not direct the Amendments of the preſent P harmaco- 


peia, nor judge of the goodneſs of the Medicines, the 
Apothecaries ſhall pleaſe to provide, till you have 
recover d the accurate knowledge of the Simples and 
Compoſitions. It is moſt certain, that the Vileneſs 
of the Apothecaries Remedies have preſerv'd vaſt 


numbers of their Patients from Death, who muſt have 
been deſtroy d by the raſh and unskilſul Application of 
them, if they bad had the Vertues and Powers in them 


to operate in a Diſeaſe, they are contrary to and deſtru- 
Cive. But the Phyſicians and the Patients have been 


unhappily deceiv d, when the Opiates, the Cordiale, 
the Bark, Rhubarb, Sena, &c, have wanted every part 
of their Goodneſs and Efficacy. You muſt 2 
and common Humanity obliges you, invite your Pati- 
ents to furniſh themſelves with all their Domeſtick Re. 


medies from your Diſpenfaries, or your own Apothe- 
caries. They may by thoſe Samples compare and dif- 
cover the badneſs of the Apothecaries; they may by 


comparing the Smell, and Taſt, and Colour of the 


Generous Tinctures begin to inform themſelves of the 


vaſt Diſproportion in Vertues and Efficacies of them, 
when compar'd with the Brandy and Oily Compound 


Waters. The Emulations of the P hy ſicians directing 
in 
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in the Diſpenfaries, or their own A 
improv'd Preparations, will in a ſhort time recover the 
Knowledge of the moſt neceſſary part of the Art of 
Phyſick. The old ſcandalous Colluſions of ſome Phy- 


ſicians with their own Apothecaries are prevented by 
your fixing the Rates in your College Practice, which 
has often aſſerted, that three parts in four are cut off, 
beſides the Retrenchment of many unneceſſary Doſes, 
that the preſent cheat conſifls in the vaſt Price of each 
little ſhamming Doſe, the Boy is made to convey 3 
or 4 times a day, to make the great Fee of his Maſters 
Skill and Attendance. There is nothing in your Art 


more certain, then that the People will take the right 


way, when they are made to know it. It is an odd 


Expreſſion in our Engliſh Language, has a ſtrange . 


Emphaſis in it, when they obſerve with great Joy, ba 
they ſave alf in half, you aſſure them, that they faye 
fifty in the hundred, and the other half of the fifty. But 
the fewer Doſes, and the Goodneſs will raiſe the Peo- 
ple to an Extaſie, when they preſerve their halfs in 


| halfs, and often the Total of their Lives. There will 


be no part of the Ancient Excellent Practice wanting, 
when you oblige the Poor Patients in Chronical Caſes to 
addreſs to you at your Houſes: You will, which was 
lately Dr. Sydenbam's Method, oblerve the Motions, 


and Progreſſes, and Events of every one of the innu- 


merable Caſes. The more grievous and obſtinate may 


receive, at your Diſpenſaries, the united Council of the 


Phyſicians, who meet to repair their Knowledge, as 
well as the Health and Lives of the Patients. Vour 
Diſcourſes are equally inſtructive with the Publick 


Lectures. The laſt Anatomical, preſented to the Col- 
lege, and receiv'd with the greateſt Applauſe of Dr. 
Brant hmayt, aſſiſted, by the direction of your Statutes, 
by Dr. Short, who are cqqually eminent for their 1

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| ditory require from the other Members. The Practical 
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ind Abilities to reform and improve the Profeſſion;

Traders in Medicines and the Patients. If the Preſident ſhall 
be obſerv'd, as a Medicine, toloſe and evaporate the moſt 
active Qualities, Your Viſitors will direct and aſſiſt you in 
methods of recovering and retaining them. This Diſcipline 
will ſtrangely ſurpriſe the People accuſtom'd to a lazy and 
ſtupid Libertiniſm. They will at laſt confeſs, that the ne- 
gligence and complaiſantSupineſs of the Magiſtrate, is the moſt 
cruel Tyranny and Oppreſſion. The Villanies of all ſorts are
